BRITISH VICTORIES ARE CHEERED 


BY PUBLIC 


UNTIL FORBIDDEN 


NORWEGIANS ARE HAPPY OVER DEFEAT OF HUNS 


People Have Suffered Much and Half of Norway’s Original Fleet 


Has Been Sunk by German Su 
Of Shipping Placed 


The Norwegian public is following 
with outspoken delight the victorious 
advance of the allies, “Splendid news 
today” means as a matter of course 
an allied victory. The press no long- 
er pretends to be neutral, as the Ger- 
mans long ago violated Norwegian 
neutrality by murdering Norwegian 
sailors, by Bin explosions, and by 
fires, 

In the first days of the advance 
the “Marseillaise’ was sung demon- 
stratively in the music halls, and 
British victories were cheered by the 
public until it was forbidden. Most 
Germans have now left the country, 
feeling that the ground is too hot 
for them, and the remaining ones 
try to speak English in the buses 
and in the railways and restaurants. 
On the national day the annual flag 
procession of all the school children, 
when passing the British consulate, 
burst out in cheers, and the teachers 
were tnable to stop them. 

It is proof of the solid sympathy 
for the allies that Norwegians have 
been able to withstand the over- 
whelming propaganda from the Ger- 
man side. The German newspapers 
and press correspondence from Ber- 
lin arrive here in two days, while the 
British newspapers and letters from 
London journalists do not arrive here 
until three, four or five weeks after 
they have been posted. The Ger- 
man propaganda had> actually suc- 
ceeded in making the people here 
believe that the Americans could not 
arrive in time to prevent the defeat 
of the allies. The marvellous sight 
of an’ American army carried across 
the Atlantic undisturbed by the U- 
boat war has raised a new spirit of 
enthusiasm. 

The Norwegian people generally 
have suffered much during the war. 
It is true that some people 

ined millions, and wages have 
Fécn raised for all classes, but the 
prices of living have risen correspon- 
dingly. 

Norway may claim to have done 
two great things for the allies. She 
was at first a great help in keeping 
Sweden from joining Germany, and 
she has, at the most critical time of 
the U-boat war, when even Ameri- 
ca stopped her ships from leaving the 
harbors, placed about 2,000,000 tons 
of shipping at the service of the al- 
Hes. Almost all of Norway’s pro- 
ducts, consisting of. fish, minerals 
and nitrates, are exported for the al- 
lies, in return for coal and food.

Many people here think that Nor- 
way in this way has served the right 
cause better than if she had joined 
in the war, as that might have com- 
plicated the situation. 


Half of the original Norwegian 
fleet, with 1,100 sailors, has been 
sunk by German submarines. The 


press ‘says openly that the purpose 
of Germany in torpedoing neutral 
ships, regardless of their cargo and 
destination, is not the starvation of 
England, as alleged, but is aimed at 
the direct destruction of neutral 
shipping to make her own mercan- 
tile fleet more valuable after the war. 
It is felt here that stronger mea- 
sures should now be taken for the 
self-defence of Norway against the 
wilful destruction of her mercantile 
fleet by thé German U-boats. 


The Horror 
Of Flame Throwing 


Soldiers’ 


Addition to 
Burdens 


Although British flame throwers 
are used both in practice and in ac- 
tion, we have shrunk from their gen- 
eral employment, The best will car- 
ry more than one hundred yards, 
emitting a scarlet flame of great 
breadth and height, so hot as to char 
even a stony and grassless surface. 

But the favorite Gerinan flame 
thrower is much smaller and is man 
handled, Its range is short, but it 
has an equally destructive flame, The 
instrument has been manufactured in 
great quantities, and is now a quite 
common addition to the soldiers’ bur- 
den. The bearer needs an extra dose 
of courage—if he is hit by a shell, he 
is instantly calcined—and in the case 
of the larger machines, the effect of 
a shell is much the same as if a 
dump were hit. 

And the danger begins even earlier 
than this in the history of the flame 
thrower. The most pitiful of all the 
letters read during the war was the 
account given by a German mother 
of how certain girls of their little 
country town had been shrivelled to 
cinders owing to an accident in the 
“fire making factory.” Throughout 
the letter ran, like the motif of a 
Greek tragedy, the continuous note 
of terror lest lawless vengeance pre- 
pared against others even during 
peace should inevitably devour its 
authors. 


Common 
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Winter Will Not Be Passed Without 
Suffering 


There will not be enough coal in 
Great Britain to heat the houses of 
the people during the coming win- 
ter, The announcement is made by 
the London Daily Chronicle not in a 
spirit of complaint, but merely as an 
unpleasant fact. “Nobody will have 
enough coal,” is the conclusion of 
the whole matter. Even the 
form, it is said, is no guarantee that 
the coal allowed to each individual 
will be available, 

The reasons for this shortage are 


varied but unanswerable, The army 
has taken 75,000 men from the 
mines, and those who remain will 


not work full time. Moreover, they 
refuse to work beside German pris- 
oners, who otherwise might be em- 
ployed as a make-shift labor supply. 
France requites more coal than us- 
ual, since the spring offensive of the 
Germans captured the only coal 
areas left for French use, Last year 
the total allotment in France was 
1% tons a year per household. The 
need in Italy is even more desperate, 
and Holland is trading ships to the 
entente for coal. Moreover the new 
American army must be kept warm 
and provided with cooking fires. 
Great Britain must supply the coal 
for these two millions, 

It is not expected that the winter 
will be passed without suffering, 
but the minimum of distress will be 
experienced by a careful and accur- 
ate observance of the regulations of 
the fuel controller, Canadians talk 
of a coal shortage when 70 per cent. 
of the pcace-time allotment is avail- 
able. Let them think of the peasants 
of the Vosges with less than 2 tons 
a year for each household—and that 
not comparable in quality to Penn- 
sylvania anthracite—Toronto News. 


A Typical German Trick 

If proof were wanting of the dia- 
bolical methods practised by the Ger- 
mans in destroying villages and 
towns by mines, poisoning rivers and 
wells and generally making life im- 
possible for returning refugees, it is 
found in a document which has just 
fallen into the hands of a French di- 
visional headquarters. 

This document concerns the 108th 
Battalion of German infantry, and 
bears the date Sept. 5, 1918. The 
first part deals with the systematic 
destruction of barracks, gunpits and 
dugouts abandoned in retreat. Fur- 
ther on it orders the 27th and 90th 
German regiments to destroy the vil- 
lages of Villequier, Hautmont, Le- 
quesnel and others. Then it deals 
with poisoning wells.

All the divisions on the ‘western 
front have been engaged in battle 
since July 15. 

Of the 114 divisions in the line, 
the army group of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht has 32, that of von Bochm 
has 32, and the Crown Prince has 
22, von Gallwitz has 12, and Duke 
Albrecht has 16, 

Von Gallwitz and Duke Albrecht 
command the front from Verdun to 
the Swiss border. It was von Gall- 
witz who was whipped by Pershing 
when the Americans took the St. 
Mihiel salient. 


Horse Meat for Canada 


Dominion Government May Be Ask- 
ed to Sanction This Move 


A movement to permit the sale of 
horse meat in butcher shops through- 
out Canada has received the indorse- 
men of all leading live stock organ- 
izations in this section of Canada and 
soon. will be formally placed before 
the Dominion government in form 
of a recommendation, according to 
the Alberta horse, cattle, sheep and 
swine breeds’ associations. 

Horse meat, sold under the same 
regulations as obtain in various Eur- 
opean countries, would result in a 
great economic saving, the Associa- 
tion says, adding that ‘thousands 
of light horses that have ceased to 
be of economic value consume large 
quantitics of feed annually.” 

Figures dealing with the sale of 
horse meat in Europe were made 
public. They showed that one-sixth 
of the 600,000 families in Paris eat 
horse flesh, and that Germany, as 
far back as 1909, used 79,000,000 
pounds of horse meat annually, In 
1909 Germany also consumed 6,900 
dogs, the figures showed,

Cabot and the MurmanCoast 


Was Reached by Explorers in Six- 
teenth Century 


The landing of allied troops on the 
Murman Coast would have greatly 
interested the scamen of 
teenth century, 
tempts were made to discover a 
northeast passage to Asia by round- 
ing the north coast of Norway. After 
several futile schemes had been dis- 
cussed, Sebastian Cabot promoted a 
movement which eventually resulted 
in the despatch of three ships and 
more than one hundred men, in May, 
1553. Sir Hugh Willoughby, to whom 
was entrusted the command of the 
expedition, got as far as the entrance 
to the White Sea, and eventually 
landed at a suitable place on the 
Murman Coast. He decided to win- 
ter there, but he and his men suc- 
cumbed to the Arctic conditions. 


However, another member of the 
expedition, Chancelor, whose ship 
became separated from the other 


two, finally landed on the shores of 
the White Sea, where Archangel now 
stands. From that place he actually 
went to Moscow, returned to his ship 
and eventually reached London again. 
Chancelor endeavored to repeat his 
Russian trip, but perished by ship- 
wreck on the return journey.

Folk Names of Flowers 
Tell Time and Weather by Their 


Behaviour 
Quaint and pretty are the names 
givén to flowers by the. English 


country folk, who manage thereby to 
express peculiarities of form or color 
poetic or moral fancies. Thus Hon- 
esty is “Money-in-both-pockets,” a 
maximum not always true outside 
the cottage garden; Columbines are 
“Grannies’ Bonnets,” Calceolarias are 
“Fisherman’s Baskets,” while the 
spikes of Larkspur are “Noah's 
Arks,” 

The “Virgin Mary’s Milk Drops” 
has a white spotted leaf and the Bal- 
sam is a “Jaéob’s Ladder.” Many 
other flowers also have a spice of 
piety in their names, probably be- 
cause generations ago the monks 
healed the body as well as the mind, 
and being skilful herbalists, named 
the flowers from which they brewed 
their samples and cordials. The 
“Lady” therefore in “Lady Slipper,” 
“Lady's Smock,” and “Lady’s Bed- 
straw” means “Our Lady,” who is 
again signified in “Rosemary” and 
“MaryDbuds,” while “St. John’s Wort” 
with its golden crowns, and “Cross- 
wort” with its ivory crosses, are very 
aptly named. But while the monks 
practised piety even in their flower 
names, the common people believed 
in fairies and the like and practically 
imagined that certain flowers were 
for —fairy use. So’the harebell be- 
came the “Fairycap” and the Mel- 
ick’s tiny bouquet-of wee golden blos- 
syns descended to us as a “Fairy 
Citeesecake.” Nor is the gentle pas- 
sion forgotten, as “Love in a mist” 
and “Love lies bleeding” testify; 
while surely ‘Lads’ Love” is a frag- 
rant as the memory of a first love. 

Many countrymen can tell both 
time and weather by the behaviour 
of the flowers. The Scarlet Pimper- 
nel is commonly known as the “Poor- 
man’s weather glass,” and the cot- 
tager’s dinner is timed by “John-go- 
to-bed-at-noon,” which is alrnost un- 
known by its proper name of “Goat's 
Beard.”

The Channel Tunnel 


Would Set Free 1,500,000 Tons of 
Shipping 

Is not now the time to begin the 
construction of the Channel tunnel? 
Had it been begun when applied for 
in 1907, it would®have been in oper- 
ation throughout the war. Had it 
been begun when permission was 
again applied for in 1913, it would 
now be in opcration and would be one 
of the greatest single factors in win- 
ning the war, The British admiralty 
more than a year ago stated that 6,- 
000,000 soldiers had been carried back 
and forth across the Channel; and M. 
Sartiaux says that the total number 
of passengers across the Channel 
since the outkecak of the war ex- 
ceeds 20,000,000, The animals, vehi- 
cles, munitions, supplies of all kinds 
are counted by the millions of tons. 
The amount is not beyond the ca- 
pacity of the tunnel; but it requires 
the use of probably 1,500,000 tons 
of shipping—at a time when there is 
danger that civilization may be lost 
for lack of ships. Who shall say 
how long the war will last? Few if 
any well-informed men expect ‘it to 
end in less than two years. Germany 
is financially bankrupt, but economi- 
cally self-supporting, especially since 
acquiring an unlimited supply of pet- 
roleum at Baku; and Germany is now, 
as she was over a year ago, “balk- 
ed but not defeated.” It is quite con- 
ceivable that the war may last many 
more than two years. By employing 
modern methods, the tunnel may pos- 
sibly be built in less than three years. 
It might perhaps be finished in time 
to be a large factor in winning the 
war. But even if not, it can certainly 
be built in time to be a most import- 
the world 
after the war. The need for ships 
will continue long after peace has 
been concluded, and it will be many 
years before the losses by subma- 
rines have been replaced, During that 
time the tunnel will set free 1,500,000 
tons of shipping, 

In what manner does the question 
of the Channel tunnel interest us in 
America? The answer is that it in- 
terests ts immensely in consequence 
of our relations to the war, We have 
not only entered the war, but have 
given the most solemn pledges that 
we will stay in until it is satisfactor- 
ily concluded. It is rapidly becoming 
evident that, after the conclusion of 
peace, its preservation will depend, 
for several generations to come, upon 
community of action between France, 
Great Britain, Belgium and the Unit- 
ed States, These countties are de- 
termined not only to win this war, 
but to win it in such a manner that 
it shall be followed by a durable 
peace. Germany, on the other hand, 
looks forward to a truce, to be fol- 
lowed in due course by other wars; 
and her press constantly puts forward 
the statements that this thing must 
be done or that thing must not be 
done so that in future wars Germany 
can fight to better advantage than 
in the present war. Anything, there- 
fore, which brings France, Great 
Britain and Belgium closer together, 
politically and economically, is a 
step towards preservation-of peace 
in which we in the United States 
are vitally interested, It can hardly 
be questioned that continuous _ rail 
connection between Great. Britain and 
France and Belgium will greatly fa- 
cilitate a closer union,.—Major Gen- 
eral Greene in The Yale Review for 
July.

Thirst as a War Weapon 


Turks in Decert Have Been Deprived 
of Water 


Our troops worked to make it im- 
possible for the Turks to cross the 
desert and attack the defenses of the 
Suez canal. The Turk then drew his 
water from a few pools and the cis- 
terns cut into rock by races who 
peopled the desert many centuries 
ago. If the sources of water supply 
were denied the Turk it was obvious 
he could not march across the desert 
in any force large enough to cause 
ey oe unless he brought a large 
camel transport column, which we 
knew was not available. Therefore, 
it was decided to draw off all water 
within a radius of some 60 milcs from 
the canal. There was a big pool at 
a spot known as Er Rigm where the 
winter waters of the Wadi Muksheib 
emptied themselves, and a party of 
engineers, protected by Australian 
light horse under Cof, Todd, cut 
trenches round the lake and drained 
5,000,000 gallons from it in four days.

Maple Tree 


Time was when Canadian frult 
cake, pound cake, layer cake, etc., 
was made “pound for pound,” Dur- 


ing the past few months confection- 
ery manufacturers have been strug- 
ling with the problem of making 
first class cakes with only 60 per 
cent, of sugar to the pound. Now 
the problem is intensified and they 
are ordered to make cake with only 
40 per cent. sugar, 

Icing cakes, as may be imagined, 
is a great source of worry. The few 
cakes that sport chocolate or nutty 
tops are made with maple sugar, for 
no cane sugar is permitted for this 
purpose. ‘The Canadian roduction 
of maple sugar is limited in spite of 
the efforts on the part of the food 
board to increase the make last 
spring, and the additional demand 
from confectioners has already made 
serious inroads into existing supplies. 

Lots of maple sugar will have to 
be made next season if we are to 
have cakes at all in Canada!

terial -hat we can lay hands on in 
Germany, or secure by hool: or crook 
from abroad, for the one great ob- 
ject of holding our own against the 
resources of a whole world. - The 
comfort of those at home must take 
second place. The duty devolves upon 
us of sacrificing the last ton of cop- 
per and nickel, of zine or aluminium, 
{for the army; to bring forth the 
leven i needed for man and horse, 


even if our children have to go bare- 
footed or wear wooden shoes, Every 
ounce of wool from the backs of 
German sheep must be utilized to 
clothe our men in the field, and tex- 
tiles confiscated must be turned into 
shirts and underwear for them. 

“The resources of our soil must 
be exploited on the most intensive 
scale, Whole new industries must be 
created, others restricted or convert- 
jed, substitutes devised of almost 
jevery sort, and their production fa- 
cilitated, All these things necessi- 
tate far-reaching interference with 
our normal economic life in the in- 
terests of the “ dividual and of the 
commonwealth alike.”

it under the prevailing high prices 
in Berlin,

for eight days the death of the brave 
and illustrious ally, the Sultan of 
Turkey.

machine guns were found in the cem- 
etery by the allies. The cemetery 
was not hit by shells and the cross 
still stands,

Mobilizing Woman Power 


Will Need 2,000,000 to Take Place of 
Men 


It is estimated that 600,000 women 
have so far in the war displaced men 
in American industries, This is a 
small number compared with the 4,- 
538,000 women of Great Britain who 
are engaged upon war work. It is a 
very puny army, compared with the 
8,000,000 who would have to be en- 
listed for the industries if we main- 
tained the British proportion. Before 
the middle of next summer, the war 
women must be mobilized to take the 
place of men, or there will be a 
slump in the manufacture of war ma- 
terial. The draft of the 21-3ls con- 
tinues to strip factories of needed 
workmen, The new draft will take 
thousands more men. At the same 
time, the newly built plants for mu- 
nition making are finished, and ask

There is only one way out of the 
difficulty, The reservoir of feminine 


energy must be tapped .... The

Accidents Frequent 
In Old Country. 


One Death for Each 116,200 Miles 
Travelled 


Members of the royal flying corps 
in Canada average only one fatalit 
for every 116,280 miles they trave 
according to official figures made 
public by Major S. A. Hargraft, in 
charge of Winnipeg district. In all, 
Canadian flights have totalled 813,- 
960 miles, a distance equal to 
times around the globe. 

In England accidents are far more 
frequent, these figures show. For 
the purpose of preparing statistics, 
the total number of flights and cas- 
ualties throughout the entire royal 
air force, during a certain period, 
were obtained. Similar statistics 
were obtained from training squad- 
rons operating in England. In the 
royal air force in Canada, there were 
36,253 fiights, with 13,566 hours. fly- 
ing, during which time there were 
59 crashes, 36 of which were ad- 
missions to hospital. The English 
statistics give 9,000 flights, with 4,- 
000 hours flying, during which there 
were 58 crashes, 16 of which were 
admissions to hospital.

Some Queries and Answers Regard- 
ing Conservation of Food 


Puzzled. You are quite right. Sug- 
ar is scarce, bat it is not suinciently 
scarce to debar you from putting up 
all the fruit you can, The produce 
of the war gardens and the  truit 
farms must not be allowed io go to 
waste, Why not use less sugar than 
your wont in your_preserves¢ And 
have you tried brown sugar, or white 
corn syrup? ‘The latter is a most cx- 
cellent substitute for sugar. It is 
sold at the stores in tins and various 
brands are obtainable. It should 2¢ 
used in the proportion of two parts 
of sugar to one of corn syrup. 

Enquirer, Here is the recipe for 
marmalade using glucose, as made at 
the ‘Yechnical School, Toronto; 

1 grapetruit, 1 orange, 1 lemon, $ 
cups water, 10 cups glucose or white 
corn syrup. 

Cut the fruit into thin slices tnd 
allow to stand in water for 30 hours 
or overnight. Separate the seeds and 
soak them in part of the water, Couk 
the fruit until tender and add the 
glucose, Continue cooking until a 
jelly is obtained, When using suger 
12 cups of water should be used for 
this amount of fruit, but 8 or even 6 
cups will suffice, as the glucose con- 
tains a great deal of water.

If he 
does not find a ready market for cer- 
tain parts of the carcass, however, tt 
stands to reason that the tenderloin 
is going to cost more, Here is an 
interesting comparison in prices: 

Round steak, 35c per tb., sirloin 
steak, 40c, porterhouse steak, 45c, rib 
roast, 32c, leg of lamb, 38c, lamb 
loins, 35c, Loin chops, 48c, loin roasts 
45c, fresh legs of pork (ham), 45c, 
shoulder roasts, 40c, shoulder chops, 
42c, beef hearts, 20c, pork hearts, 18c, 
becf kidneys, 25c, pork liver, 7c, beef 
liver, 20c, calf's liver, 25c, ‘hog’s 
brains, 10c, beef brains, 15c, lamh’s 
head 12'%c apiece, pig tripe 10c ox 
tail, 15c.

jhas fallen and twilight has wrapped 
everything around in a purple mist. 
Then, like tiny moons from behind 
the clouds, they silently appear. But, 
if one is standing very near, he can 
hear faintly the silken snap made by 
the opening of the sticky little um- 
brellas. Then the cool night breeze 
stirs up the delicate fragrance, car- 
rying it out over the lawn for a con- 
ciderable distance, Like their small 
cousins, the morning .glories, the 
tender blossoms will not bear the full 
glare of the sun, for they droop and 
wilt. ‘The vine blooms prolifically, 
however, and-there are always fresh 
flowers to take their places the next 
night.
